2 November 1952* under the direction of Col* Koutny and Chief Engineer Pies singer, 

• 3* The construction of these new fields is in accord with the general -plan set up in 
Moscow according to the proposals of the .Soviet military mission under the .dir™ 
/action of General Sire t lev 0 The first center set up under the plan is in a 
triangle, between the cities ofOlomouc and Sternberk -> The second center is in the 
Tabor - Budljovice triangle; The third center should be in West Bohemia* 

between Plzefl .and Bomlliee* but no definite plan for it has yet been drawn,. 


k» . The new Moravian fields as yet hold only a few score fighters of Czechoslovak make. 
N© work has been done, so fte on runways for heavy bombers. The current intention 
is not to install them, , . 

5, A special study is, being made of the Tabor location under Chief Engineer Kabelac* 
and Czechoslovak expert s- believe that.it will have a heavy bomber runway*, although 
the Soviet military mission has as yet made no such recommendation.
